WEDNESDAY EVENING FESTIVALS 
JULY 1, 8, 15, 22, and 29 


This year The Cleveland Museum of Art’s popular Wednesday Evening Festivals take 
place during the opening month of the Museum’s 75th anniversary exhibition, Egypt’s Dazzling 
Sun: Amenhotep III and His World. On five Wednesday evenings, from July 1 through 29, 
visitors can enjoy indoor and outdoor dining, attend a music program, lecture, or film, or see 
this major international exhibition and other shows, including 19th-Century Views of Egypt and 
Photomurals: Temples of Amenhotep III. 

Festival programs begin at 5:30 pm with a free concert in Gartner Auditorium; free 
performances by smaller groups or solo musicians are scheduled at 7:15 pm in the galleries. 
Films from the series Of Human Bandage (a survey of mummy movies, many with hard-to-find 
cartoons and other short subjects) are shown twice, at 6 and 8 pm each evening. Admission to 
the films is $3 ($2 for Museum members). At 8 pm in Gartner Auditorium noted experts in 
ancient art and Egyptology present free lectures on the world of Amenhotep III. 

This year the Museum offers three options for dining. Reserved box suppers, prepared 
by the Museum Cafe, will be served in the Cafe or outdoor sculpture courtyard from 5:30 to 
8:30 pm, with bar service available until 9:30 pm. The Cafe will also offer a menu of entrees, 
salads, and desserts, along with wine and locally brewed beer, from 5:30 until 9:30 pm. For 
more casual dining, the Oasis, on the patio on the lower level of the Education Wing, will 
feature grilled chicken and hamburgers with side dishes and beer or lemonade from 
5:30 to 9:30 pm. During the supper hours, diners may enjoy music-keyboard, harp, or jazz-in 
the Cafe, courtyard, and patio. 
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Reservations are required only for box suppers, which are $15 ($12.50 for Museum 
members), with wine and beer available at additional cost. Box supper tickets may be purchased 
at the Museum Store beginning June 16. Mail orders, with check or credit card payment 
enclosed, should be sent to the Special Events Office, The Cleveland Museum of Art, 11150 
East Boulevard, Cleveland, Ohio 44106. Credit card orders (American Express, Mastercard, or 
Visa only) can be placed by phone by calling 421-7340, Ext. 597, 10 am to 2 pm weekdays. 

The deadline for all reservations and payment is Monday noon the week of the Festival 
event. Tickets purchased by mail or phone will be held for pickup in the North Lobby on the 
Festival evening.
